[Multifamlly  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  -  Fell  Street  Apartments  -  Not  to  Exceed  $8,100,000] 

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  to 
reimburse  certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness; 
authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (Director)  to  submit  an 
application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocation  Committee 
(CDLAC)  to  permit  the  issuance  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $8,100,000  for  Fell  Street  Apartments;  authorizing  and 
directing  the  Director  to  direct  the  Controller's  Office  to  hold  in  trust  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $40,500  in  accordance  with  CDLAC  procedures;  authorizing  the  Director  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required  amount;  authorizing  the 
Director  to  pay  an  amount  equal  to  such  deposit  to  the  State  of  California  if  the  City 
fails  to  issue  the  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  approving,  for  purposes  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  residential 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$8,100,000;  authorizing  and  directing  the  execution  of  any  documents  necessary  to 
implement  this  Resolution;  and  ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in 
connection  with  the  Project,  as  defined  herein,  and  the  Application,  as,  defined  herein. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Board  of  Supervisors"),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"), 
particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
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residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased 
economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Gough  Street  Housing  Associates,  L.P.,  a  California  limited  partnership 
sponsored  by  BRIDGE  Housing  Corporation,  a  California  non-profit  public  benefit  corporation 
("BRIDGE"),  or  another  partnership  sponsored  by  BRIDGE  (in  either  case,  the  "Developer"), 
desires  to  acquire  and  rehabilitate  an  82  unit  residential  rental  housing  development  located 
at  333  Fell  Street  currently  identified  as  the  Fell  Street  Apartments  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$8,100,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (the  "Loan")  to  finance  the 
costs  of  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1 .150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  1 47(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  25,  201 1 ,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on 
May  9,  201 1 ,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  held  the  public  hearing  described  above  on 
May  9,  201 1  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  and  the  Project;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  11 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a  local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  ("CDU\C")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
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Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with 
the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1 .150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $8,100,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an  approval 
of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the  financial 
structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (the 
"Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a  portion  of  the  state 
ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $8,100,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $40,500  ("Deposif)  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
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Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if 
required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

WHEREAS,  On  April  19,  201 1 .  by  Resolution  No.  49-201 1 ,  the  Agency  Commission 
authorized  a  70-year  ground  lease  agreement  with  the  Sponsor  ("Ground  Lease  Agreement") 
in  anticipation  of  the  Sponsor's  successful  CTCAC  application,  construction  loan  closing,  and 
commencement  of  construction,  thus  allowing  the  Sponsor  to  construct  and  operate 
improvements  on  the  Site  and  the  Agency  to  ensure  that  the  affordability  of  the  housing  is 
maintained  over  the  long  term.  A  copy  of  Agency  Commission  Resolution  No.  49-201 1  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110516,  and  incorporated  by 
reference  herein  as  though  fully  set  forth;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Ground  Lease  Agreement  and  Permanent  Loan  Agreement  require 
the  Sponsor  to  provide  permanent,  high-quality  housing  and  on-site  support  sen/ices  to 
formerly  homeless  individuals  and  families,  and  to  secure  financial  subsidies  required  to 
operate  the  Project  from  the  City's  Human  Services  Agency  through  its  Local  Operating 
Subsidy  Program  ("LOSP');  and,

[Supporting  Filipino  Veterans  Fairness  Act] 


Resolution  supporting  the  Filipino  Veterans  Fairness  Act  of  2011,  House  of 
Representative  Bill  210. 

WHEREAS,  A  significant  number  of  Filipino  nationals,  estimated  at  over  250,000, 
served  in  support  of  United  States  combat  operations  in  the  Pacific  Tlieatre  during  World  War 
II;  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  service  has  been  universally  recognized  as  an  important  contribution 
to  our  eventual  victory  over  Axis  forces  in  the  Pacific  during  that  conflict,  and  many  promises 
were  made  to  both  soldiers  and  civilians,  in  return  for  their  support  of  war  efforts  at  the  time; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Such  promises  included  recognition  of  the  military  service  of  Filipinos, 
including  but  not  limited  to  the  "Philippine  Scouts"  and  the  Philippine  Commonwealth  Army 
under  direct  command  of  the  US  military,  as  fully  eligible  for  benefits  identical  to  members  of 
the  US  military  at  the  time;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1946,  in  contradiction  to  the  granting  of  benefits  to  veterans  of  the  66 
countries  who  allied  with  our  World  War  II  military  efforts,  the  US  Congress  passed  the 
Rescission  Act,  which  effectively  reneged  on  previous  promises  and  stripped  only  Filipino 
veterans  of  their  benefits;  and 

WHEREAS,  Government  tracking  figures  indicate  that  there  are  currently  less  than 
50,000  surviving  Filipino  veterans  of  World  War  II  service,  and  of  the  10,000  who  currently 
reside  in  the  U.S.,  most  of  whom  have  long  since  attained  U.S.  citizenship;  and 

WHEREAS,  Despite  the  fact  that  the  US  Government  has,  as  part  of  the  American 
Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act  of  2009,  initiated  payment  of  some  benefits  to  qualifying 
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Filipino  veterans,  a  significant  number  of  such  veterans  have  been  denied  benefits  sinnply 
because  they  are  not  in  possession  of  Official  Discharge  documents  from  the  US  military;  and 
WHEREAS,  Congresswoman  Jackie  Speier  has  recently  introduced  a  bill,  H.R.  210, 
that  goes  a  long  way  toward  bringing  justice  to  this  situation,  and  despite  the  fact  that  time  is 
running  out  for  those  affected,  there  are  still  a  number  of  Filipino  veterans  who  currently 
reside  in  San  Francisco,  and  who  could  potentially  benefit  from  passage  of  this  legislation; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Congresswoman  Speier's  legislation,  titled  the  Filipino  Veterans  Fairness 
Act  of  2011,  is  unique  in  that  it  does  not  introduce  a  new  schedule  of  benefits  for  Filipino 
veterans,  but  rather  simply  offers  an  amendment  to  the  existing  VA  schedule  of  benefits  to 
direct  the  Secretary  of  the  Veterans  Administration  to  "take  into  account  any  alternative 
relevant  documents  regarding  the  service  (of  Filipino  veterans)";  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  fully  supports  and  urges  the 
passage  of  said  legislation,  in  an  effort  to  bring  some  measure  of  justice  to  the  Filipino 
veterans  who  fought  valiantly  with  US  military  in  World  War  II;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
to  send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  Minority  Leader  Nancy  Pelosi  and  Congresswoman  Jackie 
Speier  of  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives.

WHEREAS,  St.  Paul's  Church  has  been  a  beacon  of  hope,  comfort,  and  light  for 
parishioners,  neighbors,  and  the  entire  Noe  Valley  community  for  a  century  now;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  genesis  of  St.  Paul's  is  tied  to  its  first  parishioners  experiencing 
perilous  moments  trying  to  navigate  Noe  Valley's  overflowing  creeks  to  get  to  the  then-closest 
church,  St.  Peter's  Church  in  the  Mission;  and 

WHEREAS,  Archbishop  Alemany  approved  the  request  for  a  new  church  to  be  built  in 
Noe  Valley  in  1876  and  construction  of  a  church  and  residence  commenced  in  1880;  and

WHEREAS,  Lyme  disease  is  a  serious  bacterial  infection  that  is  commonly  transmitted 
by  infected  ticks  and  is  spreading  everywhere  in  the  world,  including  nationally,  statewide  and 
locally;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  an  average  of  39,000  new  cases  of  Lyme  disease  were  reported 
in  the  United  States  last  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  indicates  that  the 
reported  cases  of  Lyme  disease  are  only  10  percent  of  the  actual  cases  that  meet  surveillance 
criteria;  and

(726  013,  726  014,  726  014A,  755  003,  755  005,  and  755  006. 

There  are  approximately  226  227  identified  parcels  within  the  (expanded)  exterior 
boundaries  of  the  Fillmore  CBD. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  maps  and  the  lists  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  that  are  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  in  order  to 
determine  which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  Fillmore  Community  Benefit  District. 

Section  4  A  public  hearing  on  the  establishment  of  the  District,  and  the  levy  and 
collection  of  assessments  starting  with  fiscal  year  201 1  -201 2  and  continuing  through  fiscal 
year  201 7-201 8,  shall  be  conducted  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  July  26, 

201 1  at  3;00  p.m.,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  matter  may  be  heard,  in  the  Board's 
Legislative  Chambers,  Second  Floor,  City  Hall,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B  Goodlett  Place,  San 
Francisco,  California,  94102.  At  this  public  hearing,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  hear  public 
testimony  regarding  the  renewal  of  the  District,  assessments,  boundaries  of  the  District, 
including  testimony  from  all  interested  persons  for  or  against  establishment  of  the  District,  the 
extent  of  the  District,  the  levy  of  the  assessments,  the  furnishing  of  specific  types  of  property- 
related  services,  improvements  and  activities,  and  other  matters  related  to  the  District.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  may  waive  any  irregularity  in  the  form  or  content  of  any  written  protest, 
and  at  the  public  hearing  may  correct  minor  defects  in  the  proceedings.  All  protests  submitted 
by  affected  property  owners  and  received  prior  to  the  conclusion  of  the  public  testimony 
portion  of  the  public  hearing  shall  be  tabulated  to  determine  whether  a  majority  protest  exists. 
Section  5.    The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  form  of  the  Notice  of  Public 
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Hearing  and  Assessment  Ballot  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  in 
File  No.  110600. 

Section  6.     The  proposed  property- related  services,  innprovements  or  activities  for 
the  District  include  Cleaning  and  Maintenance,  Beautification,  Marketing,  Advocacy,  and 
Public  Safety: 

Cleaning  and  Maintenance  Program:  The  Cleaning  and  Maintenance  program 
utilizes  uniformed  maintenance  workers  on  a  daily  or  other  regular  basis  to  provide  services 
that  include:  area  sidewalk  sweeping;  area  curb  cleaning;  refuse  and  trash  removal  (building 
edges  to  gutter);  removal  of  litter  from  tree  basins  and  grates;  remove  and  disinfect  bodily 
wastes  as  required;  remove  debris  from  plants,  trees  and  greenery;  remove  leaves  in  the 
entire  coverage  area;  remove  trash  found  around  and  flowing  out  of  City  refuse  cans;  cleaning 
of  trash  cans,  surrounding  areas,  newsracks,  light  poles  etc.;  remove  unauthorized  and 
expired  postings;  spot  clean  spills  with  hose  or  mop;  report  City  maintenance  issues  to  the 
City's  31 1  Customer  Service  Center;  and  report  crime  /  safety  issues  to  SFPD.  Other 
services  are  performed  periodically,  including:  area  sidewalk  steam  cleaning;  and  weeding  of 
tree  basins  and  sidewalk  cracks.  In  addition,  there  is  on-call  graffiti  removal  within  24  hours. 

Beautification:  The  Fillmore  CBD  has  previously  installed  decorative  street  tree 
lighting,  which  needs  refurbishment.  It  has  also  advocated  for  resources  and  provided  direct 
investment  via  grants  raised  towards  much  needed  capital  streetscape  enhancements, 
plantings,  trees,  pedestrian  lights,  banners  and  other  improvements.  Within  the  annual 
budgeted  assessment  funds  such  things  as  wayfinding  signage,  additional  greening,  redoing 
tree  wells,  hanging  flower  baskets  at  key  intersections,  public  art,  seasonal  decorations,  and 
other  enhancements,  will  be  considered,  in  addition  to  promoting  the  locations  of  cultural 
facilities,  eating  and  drinking  establishments  and  other  area  amenities. 
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Marketing:  The  reauthorized  CBD  will  continue  the  marketing  and  district  promotional 
programs  that  began  in  2009.  The  plan  includes  print  and  web  based  promotion  and 
advertising  and  news  article  placements  in  neighborhood,  city-wide  and  touhst  publications. 
In  addition,  the  CBD  will  continue  to  maintain  a  Facebook  site  and  a  Twitter  site.  Other 
promotional  activities  sponsoring  local  businesses  and  special  events  such  as  coupon  books, 
web  based  small  business  information,  and  district  wide  special  events  with  local  businesses 
and  organizational  promotion  will  continue  and  be  enhanced.  The  District  will  continue  to 
monitor  results,  and  adjust  accordingly,  as  outlined  in  the  marketing  plan. 

Advocacy.  The  purpose  of  advocacy  is  to  promote  the  Fillmore  neighborhood  as  a 
beautiful,  clean,  safe,  and  vibrant  music  and  entertainment  filled  residential  and  small 
business  distnct.  This  goes  well  beyond  marketing  programs  that  create  image  and  visibility. 
The  larger  purpose  is  to  advocate  for  services  and  resources  that  increase  the  area's 
perception  as  a  friendly,  clean,  and  exciting  place  for  attending  performances,  dining, 
shopping,  and  investing  in  business  opportunities  and  properties.  It  is  intended  to  support 
patronage  growth,  business  growth  and  wellbeing  for  residents,  workers  and  visitors 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  CBD  will  have  a  key  role  in  participating  in  community 
meetings,  coordinating  information  between  City  agencies  and  Fillmore  stakeholders  related 
to  events  and  issues  affecting  the  neighborhood,  speaking  at  hearings,  and  raising  additional 
resources  and  investment  for  the  district  from  decision  makers  and  funders.  The  Executive 
Director  will  coordinate  a  process  for  regular  exchange  of  information  among  Fillmore 
stakeholders. 

Public  Safety.  A  new  element  not  previously  provided,  will  be  the  creation  of  Fillmore 
Community  Benefit  District  Ambassadors.  Some  of  the  cleaners  will  be  cross-trained  as 
Ambassadors,  to  be  eyes  and  ears  on  the  street.  They  will  be  trained  in  obsen/ation  and 
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reporting  protocols  and  receive  cellular  telephones  to  interface  with  the  SFPD  and  other  City 
Agencies.  Their  role  is  one  of  deterrence  not  enforcennent. 

Section  7.  Within  the  area  encompassed  by  the  proposed  District,  the  City  currently 
provides  services  at  the  same  level  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  It  is  the  intent 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  continue  to  provide  the  area  encompassed  by  the  District  with 
the  same  level  of  services  provided  to  these  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  The 
establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide  the  same 
level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other  similar  areas 
of  the  City  during  the  duration  of  the  District. 

Section  8.     The  annual  assessment  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the  first 
year  of  the  renewed  District  (fiscal  year  201 1-2012)  is  estimated  to  be  $366,159.  The  amount 
of  the  annual  assessment  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  years  two  through  seven  (fiscal  years 
2012-2013  through  2017-2018  may  be  increased  from  one  year  to  the  next  by  a  percentage 
that  does  not  exceed  either  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers 
in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  three 
percent  (3%),  whichever  is  less. 

Section  9.     The  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  directed  to  give  notice  of  the  public  hearing  as 
provided  in  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Section  36623,  California  Government 
Code  Section  53753,  California  Constitution  Article  XIIID  Section  4,  San  Francisco  Charter 
Section  16.112,  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  67.7-1.

Resolution  approving  and  authorizing  the  transfer  of  a  modular  structure  located  at 
2525  Griffith  Street,  commonly  known  as  the  Alice  Griffith  Opportunity  Center,  by  the

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  Section  9.107  of  the  Charter  (the  "Charter")  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"),  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  is 
authorized  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of 
the  City  (the  "Commission")  following  the  approval  of  the  issuance  of  such  revenue  bonds  by

$1,647,249,198  principal  amount  to  finance  WSIP  Projects  and  associated  financing  costs,  (ii)

reserve  funds  and  paying  costs  of  issuance  and  other  incidental  costs  therefor,  with  the  title 
and  series  designations  to  be  determined  by  the  General  Manager  of  the  Commission, 
provided  that  the  applicable  requirements  of  the  policies,  procedures  and  Charter  of  the  City 
are  satisfied  (the  "Refunding  Bonds"  and  together  with  the  New  Money  Bonds,  the  "Bonds");

Subject  to  the  approval  and 
effectiveness  of  the  June  Proposition  E  Ordinance,  the  Board  hereby  authorizes  and  approves 
the  issuance  by  the  Commission  of  New  Money  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not 
to  exceed  $700,000,000,  in  one  or  more  series  and  on  one  or  more  dates,  at  a  maximum  rate 
or  rates  of  interest  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  New  Bonds  may  be 
issued  as  tax-exempt  bonds  or  taxable  bonds,  or  any  combination  thereof. 

The  Board  further  authorizes  and  approves  the  issuance  by  the  Commission  of 
Refunding  Bonds,  without  limitation  as  to  principal  amount,  in  one  or  more  series  and  on  one 
or  more  dates,  at  a  maximum  rate  or  rates  of  interest  not  to  exceed  twelve  (12%)  percent  per 
annum,  provided  that  each  such  Refunding  Bond  issue  is  permitted  under  the  applicable 
policies  and  procedures  of  the  City  and  authorized  by  either  (A)  Section  9.109  of  the  Charter 
or  (B)  Proposition  E  of  2002  (including  related  ordinances  and  resolutions  of  the  Board).  The 
Refunding  Bonds  may  be  issued  as  tax-exempt  bonds  or  taxable  bonds,  or  any  combination 
thereof. 

The  forms  of  the  Bonds,  in  substantially  the  forms  presented  to  the  Board,  as  set  forth 
in  the  exhibits  to  the  Supplemental  Indentures,  are  hereby  approved.  The  President  or  the 
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General  Manager  of  the  Commission  or  the  designee  of  either,  and  the  Controller  of  the  City 
or  any  deputy  thereof,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  approve  and  to  execute  the 
Bonds  by  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  with  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or 
modifications  therein  which  he  or  she  may  approve  with  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  such 
approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds.

WHEREAS,  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration,  by  competitive  bidding, 
developed  the  Technology  Store  procurement  method  for  the  purchase  of  products  and 
services  related  to  Information  Technology;  and 

WHEREAS,  En  Pointe  is  one  of  the  three  products  vendors  who  are  part  of  the 
Technology  Store;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  original  contract  with  En  Pointe  is  dated  January  1,  2009;  has  a 
term  of  three  years,  through  December  31,  201 1,  with  possible  extensions  through 
December  31 ,  2013,  and  has  a  contract  amount  of  $24  million;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  original  contract  on  December 
9,  2008  by  Resolution  #508-08. 

WHEREAS,  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration  estimates  that  the  money

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (the  "Base"  or  "Treasure  Island")  is 
a  former  military  base  consisting  of  approximately  550  acres  on  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba 
Buena  Island,  and  is  currently  owned  by  the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through 
the  Department  of  the  Navy  (the  "Navy");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments,  and  the  Base  ceased  operations  in  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997  (AB  699),  which

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WHEREAS,  In  1994,  the  Treasure  Islandr/erba  Buena  Island  Citizens  Advisory  Board 
("CAB")  was  formed  to  (1)  review  reuse  planning  efforts  for  Treasure  Island  by  the  San 
Francisco  Planning  Department  and  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency,  and  (2)  make 
recommendations  to  the  City's  Planning  Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  completion  of  a  competitive  master  developer  selection  process,  in 
2003,  TIDA  and  Treasure  Island  Community  Development,  LLC  ("Developer")  entered  into  an 
Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement  ("ENA")  with  respect  to  portions  of  Treasure  Island  and 
Verba  Buena  Island  to  facilitate  the  planning  for  the  reuse  and  development  of  the  Base  (the 
"Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  ENA  and  its  subsequent  amendments  set  forth  the  terms  and 
conditions  under  which  TIDA  and  the  Developer  have  been  negotiating  a  Disposition  and 
Development  Agreement  and  other  transaction  documents  for  the  conveyance,  management 
and  reuse  and  redevelopment  of  portions  of  the  Base  consisting  of  those  portionc  of 
Assessor's  Block  1939,  Lots  1  and  2  descnbed  as  the  "Project  Site"  in  the  Disposition  and 
Development  Agreement,  including  a  schedule  of  performance  for  major  milestones;  and, 

WHEREAS,  One  of  the  key  milestones  in  the  ENA  was  the  completion  of  a 
comprehensive  Term  Sheet  summarizing  the  key  policy  goals,  basic  development  guidelines, 
financial  framework  and  other  key  terms  and  conditions  that  formed  the  basis  for  the 
negotiation  and  completion  of  the  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  and  final 
transaction  documents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Resolution  No.  699-06  endorsed  a 
Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  for  the  Project  that  set  forth  the  proposed  tenns  of  the 
Project,  a  copy  of  which  Resolution  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File 
No.  061498  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and.

WHEREAS,  The  Navy  and  TIDA  have  negotiated  an  Economic  Development 
Conveyance  Memorandum  of  Agreement  (the  "Conveyance  Agreement")  that  governs  the 
terms  and  conditions  for  the  transfer  of  the  Base  from  the  Navy  to  TIDA,  which  is  concurrently 
being  considered  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 10290,  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  acting  through  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  is  concurrently 
considering  a  General  Plan  Amendment,  including  adopting  a  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena 
Island  Area  Plan  (the  "General  Plan  Amendment"),  Planning  Code  Amendments,  including 
adoption  of  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  Special  Use  District  ("SUD"),  and  g 
Development  Aqreementtho  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  Dosian  for

WHEREAS,  TIDA,  the  City  and  the  CAB  have  been  working  for  more  than  a  decade  to 
plan  for  the  reuse  and  development  of  Treasure  Island,  and  as  a  result  of  this  community- 
based  planning  process,  TIDA  and  the  Developer  have  negotiated  the  Disposition  and 
Development  Agreement,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  govern  the  disposition  and  subsequent 
development  of  the  Project  after  the  Navy's  transfer  of  Treasure  Island  to  TIDA  in  accordance 
with  the  Conveyance  Agreement;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  Under  the  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  and  other  transaction 
documents,  the  Project  is  anticipated  to  include  (1)  up  to  8,000  new  residential  units,  at  least 
25  percent  of  which  (2,000  units)  will  be  made  affordable  to  a  broad  range  of  very-low  to 
moderate  income  households,  including  435  units  to  be  developed  by  TIHDI  and  its  member 
organizations,  (2)  adaptive  reuse  of  approximately  31 1 ,000  square  feet  of  historic  structures, 
(3)  up  to  approximately  140,000  square  feet  of  new  retail  uses  and  100,000  square  feet  of 
commercial  office  space,  (4)  approximately  300  acres  of  parks  and  open  space,  (5)  new 
and/or  upgraded  public  facilities,  including  a  joint  police/fire  station,  a  school,  facilities  for  the 
Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center  and  other  community  facilities,  (6)  a  400-500  room  hotel,  (7)

WHEREAS,  TIDA  wishes  to  enter  into  the  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement 
with  the  Developer,  substantially  in  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.  110291,  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  governs  the  Developer's 
right  to  develop  the  Project  in  a  series  of  Major  Phases  and  Sub-Phases  and  to  sell  or  ground 
lease  developable  lots  to  vertical  developers  for  development,  all  in  accordance  with  all  of  the 
governing  land  use  and  entitlement  documents,  including  the  General  Plan  Amendment,  the 
SUD,-aftd  the  Development  AqreementDosian  for  Dovolopment  and  the  Mitigation  Monitoring 
and  Reporting  Program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  also  governs  the 
Developer's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  Project  and  requires  the  Developer  to  invest 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  of  private  capital  in  the  initial  construction  of  public 
infrastructure,  affordable  housing  and  community  benefits  and  payment  of  the  Navy  payments 
under  the  Conveyance  Agreement;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  The  Housing  Plan  attached  to  the  Disposition  and  Development 
Agreement  includes  the  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations  that  the  TIDA  Board  of 
Directors  approved  on  April  21  2011  by  Resolution  No.  11-16-04/21  to 

implement  direction  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  existing  residents  be  provided  with  the 
opportunity  to  remain  on  Treasure  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Financing  Plan  attached  to  the  Disposition  and  Development 
Agreement  provides  that  TIDA  and  the  City  will  incur  financial  obligations  to  finance  certain 
costs  of  the  Project,  including  the  formation  of  one  or  more  infrastructure  financing  districts 
("IFDs")  under  applicable  provisions  of  the  California  Government  Code  (the  "IFD  Law")  to 
finance  acquisition  and  construction  of  certain  public  infrastructure  facilities  described  in  the 
Financing  Plan  and  replacement  housing  to  the  extent  required  by  the  IFD  Law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  includes  a  Schedule  of 
Performance  that  includes  outside  dates  for  the  completion  of  public  infrastructure,  public 
parks  and  open  space,  community  facilities,  and  payment  of  subsidies  for  affordable  housing, 
transportation,  communities  facilities,  and  open  space  operations  and  maintenance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  provides  TIDA  with 
remedies  in  the  event  that  the  Developer  does  not  meet  its  obligations  under  the  Schedule  of 
Performance  or  other  provisions  of  the  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement,  these 
remedies  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  specific  performance,  liquidated  damages, 
termination  and  a  right  of  reverter;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  promote  development  in  accordance  with  objectives  and

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a  military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy  ("the  Federal 
Government"  or  the  "Navy");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (the  "Base"  or  "Treasure  Island")  is 
a  former  military  base  consisting  of  approximately  550  acres  on  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba 
Buena  Island,  and  is  currently  owned  by  the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through 
the  Department  of  the  Navy  (the  "Navy");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  Its 
subsequent  amendments,  and  the  Base  ceased  operations  in  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997  (AB  699)  (the 
"Conversion  Act"),  which  amended  Section  334392.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code 
and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter  1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968,  the  State  Legislature 
(i)  granted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  authority  to  designate  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  ("TIDA")  as  a  redevelopment  agency  under  the  California  Community 
Redevelopment  Law  (California  Health  &  Safety  Code  §  33000  et  seq.)  with  authority  over  the 
Base,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the  Base  that  are  subject  to  the  public  trust  for 
commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  (the  "Public  Trust"),  vested  in  TIDA  the  authority  to 

administer  the  Public  Trust  as  to  such  property;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  subsequently  designated  TIDA  as  the 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  in  1998;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  the  Treasure  IslandA^erba  Buena  Island  Citizens  Advisory  Board 
("CAB")  was  formed  to  (1)  review  reuse  planning  efforts  for  Treasure  Island  by  the  San 
Francisco  Planning  Department  and  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency,  and  (2)  make 
recommendations  to  the  City's  Planning  Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  completion  of  a  competitive  master  developer  selection  process,  in 
2003,  TIDA  and  Treasure  Island  Community  Development,  LLC  ("Developer")  entered  into  an 
Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement  with  respect  to  portions  of  Treasure  Island  and  Verba 
Buena  Island  to  facilitate  the  planning  for  the  reuse  and  development  of  the  Base  (the 
"Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Resolution  No.  699-06  endorsed  a 
Term  Sheet  and  Development  Plan  for  the  Project,  and  in  May  of  2010,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  endorsed  a  package  of  legislation  that  included  an  update  to  the  Term  Sheet  and 
Development  Plan,  terms  of  an  Economic  Development  Conveyance  Memorandum  of 
Agreement  for  the  conveyance  of  the  site  from  the  Navy  to  the  City,  and  a  Tenn  Sheet 
between  TIDA  and  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  ("TIHDI"),  in 
Resolution  Nos.  242-1 0,  243-1 0  and  249-1 0,  copies  of  which  Resolutions  are  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  Nos.  061498,  100428,  100429  and  100432  and 
incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  TIDA,  the  City  and  the  CAB  have  been  working  for  more  than  a  decade  to 
plan  for  the  reuse  and  development  of  Treasure  Island  and,  as  a  result  of  this  community- 
based  planning  process,  TIDA  and  Developer  have  negotiated  a  Disposition  and 
Development  Agreement  and  other  transaction  documents  for  the  conveyance,  management 
and  development  of  portions  of  the  Base  described  as  the  "Project  Site"  in  the  Disposition  and 
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Development  Agreement,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerl<  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  File  No.  110291,  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  may  include  (1)  up  to  approximately  8,000  new  residential 
units,  at  least  25  percent  of  which  (2,000  units)  will  be  made  affordable  to  a  broad  range  of 
very-low  to  moderate  income  households,  including  435  units  to  be  developed  by  TIHDI's 
member  organizations,  (2)  adaptive  reuse  of  approximately  31 1 ,000  square  feet  of  historic 
structures,  (3)  up  to  approximately  140,000  square  feet  of  new  retail  uses  and  100,000  square 
feet  of  commercial  office  space,  (4)  approximately  300  acres  of  parks  and  open  space,  (5) 
new  and/or  upgraded  public  facilities,  including  a  joint  police/fire  station,  a  school,  facilities  for 
the  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center  and  other  community  facilities,  (6)  a  400-500  room  hotel, 
(7)  landside  improvements  for  a  new  400  slip  marina,  and  (8)  transportation  infrastructure, 
including  a  ferry/quay  intermodal  transit  center;  and, 

WHEREAS,  To  implement  the  Project,  TIDA  and  Developer  have  negotiated,  among 
other  agreements,  a  public  trust  exchange  agreement  (the  "Exchange  Agreement")  between 
TIDA  and  the  California  State  Lands  Commission  ("State  Lands"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file 
with  the  Cleric  of  the  Board  under  File  No.  110340,  and  is  Incorporated  herein  by  reference; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  extent  to  which  the  Public  Trust  covers  lands  on  Treasure  Island  is 
subject  to  dispute,  and  the  State  and  the  federal  government  disagree  as  to  the  effect  of  the 
Navy's  1944  condemnation  of  Treasure  Island  on  the  existence  of  the  Public  Trust  on  those 
lands;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  existing  configuration  of  trust  and  non-trust  lands  on  Treasure  Island 
and  Verba  Buena  Island  is  such  that  the  purposes  of  the  Public  Trust  cannot  be  fully  realized, 
and  the  Project  cannot  be  developed  due  to  this  uncertainty;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  To  remedy  this  situation,  the  Treasure  Island  Public  Trust  Exchange  Act, 
Chapter  543,  Statutes  of  2004,  as  amended  by  Chapter  660,  Statutes  of  2007  and  Chapter 
208,  Statutes  of  2009  ("Exchange  Act"),  authorizes  a  land  exchange  to  resolve  this 
uncertainty  in  a  manner  that  furthers  the  purposes  of  the  Public  Trust  and  to  provide  a  more 
useful  configuration  of  trust  lands  by  placing  the  Public  Trust  along  the  entire  shoreline  of 
Treasure  Island  and  on  other  lands,  on  both  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island,  of  high 
value  to  the  Public  Trust,  while  removing  the  Public  Trust  from  lands  in  the  interior  of  Treasure 
Island  that  are  cut  off  from  the  water,  thereby  removing  impediments  to  their  reuse  and 
development;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Exchange  Agreement  implements  this  exchange  through  a  series  of 
phased  conveyances,  by  which  State  Lands  will  take  title  to  the  lands  from  TIDA  and  convey 
them  back  to  TIDA  either  subject  to  or  free  of  the  Public  Trust;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  exchange  does  not  include  the  Job  Corps  parcel  on  Treasure  Island, 
but  the  Exchange  Agreement  provides  that  it  may  be  included  in  the  future  if  it  is  transferred 
out  of  federal  ownership;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Following  these  conveyances,  TIDA  would  hold  the  Public  Trust  lands  as 
trustee,  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  legislative  grant  in  the  Conversion  Act,  the 
Exchange  Act  and  applicable  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Exchange  Agreement  contains  provisions  to  ensure  that  public  access  is 
provided  to  Public  Trust  lands  and  that  views  of  the  Bay  from  certain  Public  Trust  lands  on 
Yerba  Buena  Island  are  protected;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  21   ,  201 1 ,  the  Planning  Commission  by  Motion 

No.  18325  —  and  the  TIDA  Board  of  Directors  by  Resolution  No.  11-14- 

04/21  as  co-lead  agencies,  certified  the  completion  of  the  Final 
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Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  Project,  of  which  the  Trust  Exchange  Agreement  forms  a 
part;  and,

Resolution  determining  and  declaring  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity  demand 
the  repaving  and  reconstruction  of  roads,  the  rehabilitation  and  seismic  improvement 
of  street  structures,  the  replacement  of  sidewalks,  the  installation  and  renovation  of 
curb  ramps,  the  redesign  of  streetscapes  to  include  pedestrian  and  bicycle  safety 
improvements,  and  the  construction,  rehabilitation,  and  renovation  of  traffic 
infrastructure  and  the  payment  of  related  costs  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
foregoing  purposes;  finding  that  the  estimated  cost  of  $248,000,000  for  such

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greater  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  annual  tax  levy,  and  will  require  the  incurrence  of 
bonded  indebtedness  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $248,000,000. 

Section  3.  The  Board,  having  reviewed  the  proposed  legislation,  finds  and  declares  for 
the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  letter  from  the  City  Planning  Department,  dated  May  19      201 1 ,  a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  i  iq655       and  incorporated  by 
reference,  that  the  Bond  proposal  is  not  subject  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
("CEQA")  because  as  the  establishment  of  a  government  financing  mechanism  that  does  not 
identify  individual  specific  projects  to  be  constructed  with  the  funds  it  is  not  a  project  as 
defined  by  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  The  use  of  Bond  proceeds  to  finance  any 
project  or  portion  of  any  project  will  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  upon  completion  of 
planning  and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under  CEQA  for  those  individual 
projects. 

Section  4,  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond  is  (i)  in  conformity 
with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  1 01 . 1  (b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  (ii)  in 
accordance  with  Section  4. 1 05  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A. 53(f)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan,  and 
adopts  the  findings  of  the  City  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Plan  Referral 
Report  dated  May  20    ,  2011,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.  L1Q655  and  incorporates  such  findings  by  reference. 

Section  5.  The  time  limit  for  approval  of  this  resolution  specified  in  Section  2.34  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  waived.

"Expenditure")  made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no  more  than  60  days  prior  to  adoption  of 
this  Resolution.

The  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Series  2012  Bonds  expected  to  be 
issued  for  the  Project  is  $248,000,000.  The  City  shall  make  a  reimbursement  allocation,

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  supports  walking,  bicycling  and  public  transit  as 
important  and  policy-supportive  means  to  improve  San  Francisco  by  reducing  air  pollution, 
enhancing  public  health  and  safety,  improving  neighborhood  and  business  district  vitality  and 
decreasing  energy  consumption;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  has  adopted  ambitious  greenhouse  gas  emission 
reduction  targets  in  law,  toward  mitigating  and  avoiding  global  climate  crisis  and  nurturing  a 
more  sustainable  state  and  world;  and,

Resolution  approving  a  Cooperative  Agreement  between  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  (BART),  through  its 
Port  Commission,  authorizing  BART  to  install,  use,  and  maintain  security  barriers  on 
and  under  the  Ferry  Plaza  Platform,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Ferry  Building  along  the 
Embarcadero,  for  a  term  of  66  years,  subject  to  BART's  right  to  request  an  extension 
before  the  end  of  the  64*^  year  of  the  term. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  ("BART")  proposes  to 
construct  within  the  boundaries  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  and  on  and  under  the  Ferry  Plaza 
Platform  enhanced  security  barriers  around  the  BART  transit  facilities  to  protect  its  continuing 
use  and  restrict  access  in  the  proximity  of  the  facilities; 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  of  San  Francisco  and  BART  have  negotiated  a  cooperative 
agreement  authorizing  BART  to  install,  use  and  maintain  the  security  barriers  on  and  under 
the  Ferry  Plaza  Platform,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Ferry  Building  along  The  Embarcadero,  for  a 
term  of  66  years  (the  "Cooperative  Agreement");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Cooperative  Agreement  grants  BART  the  right  to  request  an 
extension  of  the  term  of  the  agreement  before  the  end  of  the  64*^  year  of  the  term  and

WHEREAS,  The  Cooperative  Agreement  does  not  require  BART  to  pay  the  Port  a  fee 
for  the  use  of  Port  property;  however,  the  barriers  will  benefit  the  trust  and  the  City  by 
protecting  the  public  and  BART's  public  transit  system,  assuring  public  transit  to  the  waterfront 
and  the  City;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  BART  barriers  will  not  require  the  expenditure  of  Port  harbor  trust  or 
other  City  revenues;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  granting  BART  the  right  to  install  the  barriers,  the 
Cooperative  Agreement  requires  BART  to  obtain  building  permits  from  the  Port  for

WHEREAS,  On  November  23,  2004,  by  Resolution  No.  731-04,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  ("Board")  established  the  22-member  Western  SoMa  Citizens  Planning  Task 
Force  ("Task  Force")  to  advise  the  Board  and  the  Planning  Commission  on  planning  for 
Western  SoMa  and  to  carry  out  specific  duties;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Task  Force  expired  on  December  1,  2007,  but  subsequently  has  been 
extended  by  further  resolutions  of  the  Board;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  18,  2006,  the  Board  finally  passed  Ordinance  No.  206-06,  which 
became  effective  on  July  25,  2006  and  amended  the  Planning  Code  and  Zoning  Map  to

SoMa  Community  Plan  for  the  area  within  the  Western  SoMa  Special  Use  District  as  an  area

1.  Recent  master  planned  development  including  Mission  Bay, 
Bayview/Hunter's  Point  Shipyard,  and  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island 
will  yield  developments  with  30%  affordable  housing,  inclusive  of  both 
inclusionary  housing  and  nonprofit  affordable  housing. 

2.  A  principal  goal  of  the  Western  SoMa  Community  Plan  is  to  ensure  a  mixed 
income  community  for  the  long  term. 

3.  Since  the  1990  SOMA  zoning  was  adopted,  the  number  of  BMR/affordable 
housing  units  built  in  Western  SoMa  (inclusionary  units  and  nonprofit  units 
combined)  has  actually  been  38  percent  of  the  total  housing  units  built  -  707 
units  of  affordable  housing,  out  of  1 ,862  total  housing  units. 

4.  Therefore  the  same  30  percent  minimum  standard  for  affordable  housing 
development  can  reasonably  be  set  as  a  community  and  civic  goal  for  new 
residential  development  in  Western  SoMa.

WHEREAS,  Summer  has  the  potential  to  be  an  exciting  and  engaging  time  for  children 
and  youth  to  develop  new  skills  and  expand  their  horizons,  cultivate  their  creativity,  and 
develop  their  intellectual  capacities;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  a  huge  disparity  between  the  summer  opportunities  of  low 
income  children  and  middle  and  high  income  children  in  San  Francisco  and  throughout  the

WHEREAS,  On  February  10,  2004,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No. 
106-04  authorizing  the  acquisition  of  Lot  001  of  Assessor's  Blocl<  0074,  commonly  known  as 
701  Lombard  Street,  San  Francisco,  which  is  more  particularly  described  in  Exhibit  A  and 
shown  in  Exhibit  B,  (the  "Property").  A  copy  of  said  Resolution  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  in  File  No.  031551.  Copies  of  Exhibits  A  and  B  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  110667.  Said  Resolution  and  Exhibits  are  incorporated  herein  by 
reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Resolution  No.  106-04  authorized  the  acquisition  of  the  Property  "for  the 
development  and  maintenance  of  open  space  under  the  Neighborhood  Park  Bond  and  Open 
Space  Programs  .  .  .  ."  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Joe  DiMaggio  Playground/North  Beach  Library  Master  Plan  area 
encompasses  701  Lombard  Street,  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Lombard  Street  and  Columbus 
Avenue  (Assessor's  Block  0074,  Lot  001);  Mason  Street  between  Lombard  Street  and 
Columbus  Avenue;  and  the  entire  block  bounded  by  Lombard,  Powell,  and  Greenwich  Streets 
and  Columbus  Avenue,  known  as  2000  Mason  Street  (also  known  as  661  Lombard  Street), 
(Assessor's  Block  0075,  Lot  001)  (the  "Project  Area").  A  copy  of  the  Master  Plan  is  on  file 
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with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110316  and  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Implementation  of  the  Joe  DiMaggio  Playground/North  Beach  Master  Plan 
Project  (the  "Project")  involves  a  full  street  vacation  of  a  195-linear-foot  portion  of  Mason 
Street;  interdepartmental  transfer  of  the  former  street  area  to  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department;  landscaping  improvements  in  the  former  Mason  Street  right-of-way;  construction 
of  an  8,500-square-foot  branch  library  on  701  Lombard  Street  parcel  and  a  portion  of  the 
former  right-of-way;  demolition  of  the  existing  branch  library  at  2000  Mason  Street; 
excavation,  renovation  and  reorganization  of  the  playground  features  pursuant  to  the  Master 
Plan;  rezoning  of  701  Lombard  Street  to  Public  Use  and  Open  Space  Height  and  Bulk  district; 
and  other  related  actions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  21 ,  201 1 ,  at  a  duly  noticed  hearing,  the  San  Francisco  Planning 
Commission  adopted  Motion  No.  18323,  finding  that  the  Project  was  consistent,  on  balance, 
with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1.  Said 
Motion,  including  the  Commission's  findings  in  support  of  the  Project,  is  in  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  File  No.  1 10312  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  This  Board  adopts 
the  findings  of  the  Planning  Commission  as  its  own  for  purposes  of  the  action  contemplated  in 
this  Resolution;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  25,  201 1 ,  at  a  duly  noticed  joint  public  hearing,  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  Commission  ("SFPL"),  in  Resolution  No.  2011 -03,  approved  those  portions  of 
the  Project  within  its  jurisdiction,  including  the  demolition  of  the  existing  branch  library  at  2000 
Mason  Street  and  construction  of  a  new  North  Beach  Library  in  the  Project  Area.  Said 
Resolution,  including  the  Commission's  findings  in  support  of  the  Project,  is  in  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  110312  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  On  April  25,  201 1,  at  a  duly  noticed  joint  public  hearing,  the  San  Francisco 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  ("SFRPC"),  in  Resolution  No.  1104-023,  approved  those 
portions  of  the  Project  within  its  jurisdiction,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  approval  of  the 
Master  Plan  and  authorization  to  the  SFPL  to  demolish  the  existing  branch  library  and 
construct  a  new  North  Beach  Library  in  the  Project  Area.  Said  Resolution,  including  the 
Commission's  findings  in  support  of  the  Project,  is  In  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  File 
No.  110312  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  Resolution  No. 
1104-023,  the  Commission  also  incorporated  the  Property  (701  Lombard  Street)  and  the 
portion  of  Mason  Street  to  be  vacated  into  the  Joe  DiMaggio  Playground;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  set  forth  above,  SFPL  and  SFRPC  propose  to  use  the  Project  Area, 
including  the  Property,  for  the  public  purpose  of  increasing  open  space,  expansion, 
improvement  and  reorganization  of  the  playground  features  and  recreational  facilities  at  the 
Joe  DiMaggio  Playground,  demolishing  the  North  Beach  Branch  Library  and  constructing  a 
new  library,  and  related  actions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  will  provide  a  new  North  Beach  Branch  Library  commensurate 
with  other  branch  libraries  in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  system  coupled  with  an 
increase  in  3,200  square  feet  of  library  floor  area,  and  increase  onsite  open  space  by  20 
percent  over  existing  conditions,  or  roughly  12,000  square  feet  of  programmed  recreational 
open  space  in  one  of  San  Francisco's  densest  neighborhoods.  The  Project  affirms  the 
neighborhood  vision  of  a  new  library  and  expanded  park  developed  through  the  involvement 
of  hundreds  of  neighborhood  residents  who  participated  in  master  plan  meetings  and 
hearings.  The  Project  provides  a  high  quality  civic  and  cultural  space  for  the  surrounding 
community  and  members  of  the  public  through  the  configuration  of  the  new  library  and  the 
playground  features  of  Joe  DiMaggio  Playground  with  a  connecting  plaza  visible  with  clear 
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sight  lines  and  access  between  the  parks  recreational  facilities.  The  Project  also  allows  the 
new  library  project  to  proceed  independent  of  the  timing  or  availability  of  funding  for  the  park 
renovation  portion  of  the  Master  Plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  provides  many  benefits  to  the  public  and  improvements  to  the 
public  facilities  including,  but  not  limited  to; 

(a)  Adds  needed  open  space  to  North  Beach  and  Chinatown  communities,  an  identified 
"high  needs  area"  for  the  addition  of  Open  Space  in  the  City's  General  Plan.  As  discussed  in 
the  Master  Plan  Environmental  Impact  Report,  the  area  around  the  park  is  estimated  to  have 
approximately  0.45  acres  of  open  space  per  1000  residents,  95  percent  below  the  city-wide 
average  of  9  acres  per  1000  residents.  Many  residents  live  in  multi-unit  buildings  with  limited 
or  no  open  space  such  as  yards  and  rely  heavily  or  exclusively  on  public  amenities  such  as 
parks.  A  copy  of  said  Environmental  Impact  Report  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  110614  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference; 

(b)  Increases  over-all  park  open  space  to  accommodate  an  expanded  and  improved 
children's  play  area  which  will  meet  new  safety  and  ADA  requirements,  add  new  features 
such  as  games  and  picnic  tables,  and  provide  additional  landscaping  and  seating  throughout 
the  expanded  park; 

(c)  Increases  park  safety  through  a  unified  site  design,  by  placing  the  children's 
playground  in  a  more  central  part  of  the  park  and  moving  it  away  from  the  street  and 
related-traffic  at  the  park's  edge,  enhancing  playground  visibility  and  supervision  from  the 
clubhouse  and  other  park  areas; 

(d)  Improves  the  design  of  the  park  facilities  and  their  arrangement  on  the  site.  By 
rearranging  the  bocce,  tennis  courts  and  the  children's'  play  area  and  adjusting  the  grades  in 
these  areas,  the  entire  park  is  unified  with  improved  site  circulation,  ADA  accessibility  and 
visibility.  This  new  park  layout  would  strengthen  connectivity,  both  visually  and  functionally; 
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(e)  Preserves  current  park  features  during  the  construction  of  the  new  library  and 
allows  for  the  reorganization  of  such  features  and  uses  in  an  optimal  way  once  funding  for 
park  improvements  is  available; 

(f)  Transforms  one  block  of  Mason  Street  from  a  street  with  vehicular  traffic  into  public 
park  space. 

(g)  Strengthens  the  visual  connection  between  the  library  and  the  park  through  the 
creation  of  a  new  plaza  open  space  on  Mason  Street;  and 

(h)  Promotes  Objective  2  of  the  Recreation  and  Open  Space  Element  of  the  General 
Plan  (Policies  2.1,  2.2,  2.4)  that  aims  to  develop  and  maintain  a  diversified  and  balanced 
citywide  system  of  high  quality  public  open  space.  The  Master  Plan  increases  public  open 
space  and  integrates  park  and  library  uses  consistent  with  this  objective;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Property,  as  described  above,  is  required  for  the  completion  of  the 
Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  the  hearing  before  this  Board  on  October  21,  2003,  in  support  of  this 
Board's  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  106-04,  the  department  heads  of  the  City's  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  and  the  SFPL  testified  that  acquisition  of  the  Property  would  facilitate  the 
City's  efforts  to  increase  green  open  space  and  enhance  facilities  at  the  Joe  DiMaggio 
Playground,  as  well  as  to  expand  the  North  Beach  Branch  Library;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  former  owners  of  the  Property  challenged  the  City's  right  to  take  the 
Property  in  the  City's  lawsuit  to  condemn  the  Property,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  v. 
Coyne,  et  a!.,  San  Francisco  Superior  Court  No.  429018  (Eminent  Domain  Lawsuit);  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  a  trial  on  the  issue  of  the  City's  right  to  take  the  Property,  the  San 
Francisco  Superior  Court  issued  its  Statement  of  Decision,  in  which  the  court  concluded  that 
the  City  had  the  right  to  acquire  the  Property  through  eminent  domain,  and  that  this  Board's 
decision  to  adopt  Resolution  No.  1 06-04  was  supported  by  substantial  evidence  in  the 
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administrative  record,  including  evidence  that  acquiring  the  Property  would  provide  additional 
green  space  in  Supervisorial  District  3  and  would  help  to  expand  the  North  Beach  Branch 
Library.  A  copy  of  the  Statement  of  Decision  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
110667  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code  Sections  37350.5,  37351,  37352,  38010  and 
40404  and  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  Sections  1240.010  through  1240.050,  inclusive, 
authorize  this  Board  to  acquire  any  property  necessary  to  carry  out  any  of  the  powers  or 
functions  of  the  City  by  eminent  domain,  including  the  power  to  acquire  property  by  eminent 
domain  for  open  space,  park  and  related  uses;  and, 

WHEREAS  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  Section  1240.680  provides  that 
acquiring  property  for  park,  open  space  or  recreation  area  use  is  a  presumed  to  be 
appropriation  for  "the  best  and  most  necessary  public  use;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  its  adoption  of  various  actions  relating  to  the  Project,  this  Board, 

in  Ordinance  No.    102-11  ,  adopted  environmental  findings  in  compliance  with  the 

California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  (California  Public  Resources  Code  sections 
21000  et  seq.)  and  local  law.  A  copy  of  said  Ordinance  and  supporting  materials,  including 
the  environmental  findings,  is  in  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  1 10314.  For 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  the  Board  relies  on  such  findings;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  finds  and  determines  that  each  person  who  is  entitled  to  notice 
has  been  given  such  notice  and  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  appear  and  be  heard  on  this  date 
on  the  matter  referred  to  in  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  Section  1245.245  in 
accordance  with  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  sections  1245.235  and  1245.245(c);  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  Finds  that  based  on  the  findings  set  forth  herein  that  the 
use  of  the  Property  for  the  Project  is  consistent  with  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Resolution  No. 
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106-04  and  as  evidenced  in  the  administrative  record  before  this  Board  when  It  adopted 
Resolution  No.  106-04;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That,  to  the  extent  that  the  use  of  the  Property  for  the  Project 
is  in  any  way  inconsistent  with  the  purposes  for  which  the  Property  was  acquired  pursuant  to 
Resolution  No.  1 06-04,  this  Board  authorizes  the  City's  Recreation  and  Park  Department  and 
the  SFPL  to  use  the  Property  for  the  public  purpose  of  developing  and  implementing  the 
Project;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  by  at  least  a  two-thirds  vote  of  this  Board  pursuant  to 
California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  Sections  1240.030  and  1245.230,  this  Board  finds  and 
determines  each  of  the  following: 

1 .  The  public  interest  and  necessity  require  the  Project; 

2.  The  Project  is  planned  and  located  in  the  manner  that  will  be  most  compatible  with 
the  greatest  public  good  and  the  least  private  injury;  and 

3.  The  Subject  Property  is  necessary  for  the  Project.

Resolution  declaring  the  City's  intention  to  appropriate  available  Rainy  Day  Reserve 
funds  to  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  to  help  the  District  cope  with  the 
loss  of  State  funding  for  the  2011-2012  school  year. 

WHEREAS,  Section  9.113.5  of  the  City  Charter  establishes  a  "Rainy  Day  Reserve," 
which  provides,  in  part,  that  the  City  may  withdraw  funds  from  the  Reserve  for  the  benefit  of 
the  School  District  in  years  in  which  the  Controller  projects  that  inflation-adjusted  per-pupil 
revenues  for  the  District  will  be  reduced,  and  the  District  has  noticed  a  significant  number  of 
layoffs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  If  the  Controller  certifies  that  these  triggers  are  met,  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  may,  in  their  discretion,  appropriate  funds  from  the  Reserve  to  the
